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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The reply filed on 28 March 2008 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): proposed amendments to the specification 
are improper. See 37 CFR 1.111. 

The pages in clean "Substitute Pages" contain several errors and improper amendments. 
Page 4, line 1, improperly capitalizes "activated" without proper marking. 
Page 5, line 5, marked up page deleted "/systemically", but the Substitute Page retained 
"system ica I ly". 

Page 6, line 14, "Immunol." should not be underlined in the Substitute page; line 18, 
"honiopentamer" has been improperly changed to "homopentamer" because the marked 
up page does not indicate any change. 

Page 7, lines 11 and 29, commas improperly retain the underlining in the "Substitute 
Pages". 

Page 11, line 1, improperly retains underlining of "in"; line 29, improperly retains 
underlining of "at". 

Page 13, line 29, improperly retains markings "ts it". 

Page 16, line 8, improperly retains markings "-}"; line 12, improperly retains markings 
"ts". 

Page 17, line 3, improperly retains markings "[.]" 

Page 19, line 9 is improperly amended because "sp" had been changed to "sp." Without 
either copy being so marked; line 25, improperly retains markings "} " 
Page 21, line 6, improperly retains markings "are". 
Page 22, line 15, improperly retains markings
